Poorer Outlook 
For Many Exports 


children with me. Am I entitled 
to the Family Allowances for all 
three children? A MOTHER. 

ANSWER— 

No, under the Family Allowan¬ 
ces Act a parent is only eligible to 
receive allowances if they have the 
actual custody of and are main* 
taining the children concerned and 
in your case you would only be en¬ 
titled to receive allowances on be¬ 
half of the two children in your 
own custody. Your husband would 
be entitled lo receive Allowances 
on behalf of the oldest boy. 
QUESTION— 

Some tin\e ago I went to the 
U.S.A. for my health and have 
been absent for over two years. I 
received Family Allowances before 
going to the VS. Am I entitled to 
allowances now that I have re¬ 
turned to Canada? HOPEFUL. 
ANSWER— 

Your eligibility for Family Al¬ 
lowances now depends on your 
domicile. If you retained your Can¬ 
adian domicile during your absence 
and have never intended to take 
up residence in the U.S. you would 
be entitled to the allowance im¬ 
mediately you returned to Canada; 
but it is necessary to make a new 
application to your Family Allow¬ 
ances office In • your Provincial 
Capitol. 


Family Allowances Question Box 


During the next decade Canada 
will probably be able to export 
her surplus wheat even though the 
marketing arrangements by which 
this is to be done are far from 
clear. This is the opinion expressed 
by Dr. David MacFarlane in the 
October issue of Canadian Business. 
He feels, however, that the pros¬ 
pects for products other than 
wheat and which now have come 
to account for more than half of 
Canada’s farm exports, are most 
discouraging. 

Dr. MacFarlane believes that if 
Canada’s exports ere to be main¬ 
tained something must happen to 
reverse the present trend towards 
large-scale expansion of ’ agricul¬ 
ture-in Europe and Asia. He also 
believes that another emergency 
device such as the European Re¬ 
covery Plun must be found which 
v.-iH enable European nations to 
pay for their imports and that fur¬ 
ther large-scale loans must be 
made, a considerable portion of 
which should be set aside for food 
purchases. Mr. MacFarlane feels 
that the present trend towards bi¬ 
lateral agreements, to which na¬ 
tions are resorting because of their 
currency shortages is a real threat 
to Canada's export market.

The main function of a field 
shelterbelt is to lessen wind in¬ 
fluence. In doing so there is re¬ 
duced soil erosion, less moisture 
evaporation, reduction in mechan¬ 
ical injury to crop and lessened 
snow movement. Keeping this 
main influence in mind the orient¬ 
ation of field shelterbelts may be 
decided. At the same time conven¬ 
ience In the cultivation and crop¬ 
ping of land should be considered. 

In most districts <^f the prairie 
region of Canada, says John Walk¬ 
er, Superintendent Forest Nursery 
Station, Indian Head, Sask. 4 field 
shelterbelts with a north-south 
orientation would seem to be most 
beneficial, particularly for crops 
seeded each year. In much of 
southern Alberta where prevailing 
winds are more or less from the 
south-west, field shelterbelts with 
an east-west orientation may he 
most desirable. 

For grasses, other perennial 
crops, and possibly for winter 
wheat, where snow retention on 
fields is considered a very desir¬ 
able effect of a field shelterbelt, 
orientation in one direction may 
not be superior to another. No oth¬ 
er crops will benefit more than 
these from extra water resulting 
from snow drifts. 

From limited soil moisture tests 
made by the Forest Nursery Sta¬ 
tion it would seem that, as time 
passes, a significant build-up of 
soil -moisture may be expected on 
the ’ north side of an east-west 
belt. 

Other factors that may infuence 
field shelterbelt effects are: 

1. Slope of land with reference 
to prevailing winds. 

2. Number of field shelterbelts 
planted in a given area-; in other 
words, the distance between field 
shelterbelts. 

3. Composition of field shelter- 
belts with regards to species used 
and number of rows of tree in 
them. 

4. Nature of soil and cropping 
practices followed. 

The following observation, made 
by Tree Planting Supervisor R. H. 
Dunlop, on May 2nd. 1946, at Con¬ 
quest, deserves repetition here:

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th of the foetus and the mother’s 
ration should include enough of 
this vitamin to assure that the 
milk supply will carry an abund¬ 
ance for the offspring during its 
first few weeks of life. 

The pregnant animal is capable 
of storing considerable amounts of 
protein in her own body. Conse¬ 
quently it is important to provide 
a liberal intake of protein during 
the last part of pregnancy in order 
to store a reserve for the period 
just following parturition when the 
demands for lactation are great. 

The inclusion of a few pounds 
of alfalfa hay in the dally ration 
of pregnant animals will help to 
ensure strong young and a good 
supply of milk. Legume hays are 
the richest in protein of all com¬ 
mon roughages and contain more 
of the minerals, calcium and phos¬ 
phorus than forage from grasses. 
Cereal grains are higher in phos¬ 
phorus content than alfalfa hay, 
but in calcium content legume 
hays surpass other common feeds. 
The richness of well-cured legume 
hay in vitamins A and D makes it 
valuable for all young growing an¬ 
imals and for the breeding herd. 
The provision of alfalfa hay in feed 
racks for wintering brood sows, 
been an aid in getting good litters.
